This new corporation is legally en- 


tirely separated, from 
the Chicago, 


Burlington and Quincy railroad com- 
pany.

of the Colon, anil be again .lenied tbat 
'be had said anything reflecting upon bis 
superior officer. 


Lieutenant Commander Sears made a 


correction in h^s testimony for the pur- 
pose of explaining the disposition of the 
'colliers at night while Commodore 
Scbley was in charge of the blockade of 
'Santiago. He said these vessels bad 
•been sent a distance out each eight, and 
every night In different directions on 
account of the fear of torpedo attacks. 


The judge advocate then asked: "In 


regard to the conversation in the ward- 
room of the Massachusetts, .is alleged 
on May 31, in order to refresh your 
memory in regard to that matter you 
are Informed that Lieutenant Potts, 
Lieutenant Grant, Lieutenant Olennon 
and Major Wood are supposed to have 
'fceen present and participating in that 
fonversation." 


"I do not recollect it all. It could not 


be possible I said such a thing. They 
have misunderstood what I paid.

Women Were Cremated 


INJUEED MAN DIES LATER 


fallen Partition In Front and Flames 


Behind ilemmed Three Women lo 
a Stairway, but They Were Pluck, 
lly Rescued by an Injured Mail

Bongor, Me., Oct. 17.—A terrific PX- 


plosion of gasoline, or some other 
equally powerful explosive, occurred on 
the second floor of a building on liar- 
low street, in the apartments of Miss 
Nellie Haney, yesterday. The explo- 
sion completely wrecked the first and 
second floors and caused a fire, in which 
Miss Haney and Mrs. Mary F. Carri- 
gan were burned to death. John Barry 
was frightfully burned, and Jied last 
night in a hospital. 


The explosion so wrecked the walls of 


her apartments that Miss Haney was 
unable to force her way out and expired 
before the firemen*could reach her. 
The force of the explosion threw a heavy 
bureau ffom one room into ,ind half 
way across another. 


Mrs. Carrigan was employed in the 


restaurant of Nathanial Ladd, located on 
the first floor of the building, as assistant 
cook, and worked in the kitchen, which 
was located at the rear of .Miss Haney 'a 
apartment. At tha time of the explo- 
sion there were in the iitchtja besides 
her, John Barry, the cook, Mrs." Emma 
Sprague, another assistant, 
and the 


cook's wife and Mrs. John Cancon. 
When the shock came Mrs. C.irris?an 
made a dash for the attic, thinking to 
get out on the roof. The others started 
for the stairs leading to the street, but 
Mr. Barry rushed after .iis nsslntaat to 
bring her back, knowing that it was Im- 
possible to reach the roof from the 
attic. He was unable to reach her and 
the blaze cut him off from again, de- 
scending to the second floor, and hewas 
finally forced to jump from a third floor 
window. 


When the other three women reached 


the stairway they found it blocked by a 
fallen partition, thus preventing them 
reaching the street by that way, while 
the flames behind them formed a bar- 
rister that had them in a veritable trap. 


William McAllister, a waiter, was 


struck on the head by a piece of the steel 
ceiling that fell when the • explosion 
came, receiving a severe cut, but he kept 
'control of his faculties and rushed to 
the rescue of the women-op stairs. He 
succeeded in clearing the wreckage so 
that they could escape, but though he 
could hear the cries of Miss Haney, was 
nnableto reach her. 


The building was owned by the Still- 


well estate and is damaged about $1500. 
The damage to Ladd's restaurant is 
about $1500. Elgin Greenleaf, who has 
a saloon in the building, has a loss of 
about $SGO. The fire also got into the 
(Store-room of the Bangor Bicycle com- 
pany and did about $800 damage. ^

Dr. Hall says that in no other sec- 


tion of the world do the high schools 
provide so well for those who are to 
enter 
college. It's true, and we're 


proud of It. For no other section of the 
world can show sucii a large per cen- 
tage of its school-going 
population 


anxious to go to college. 


Then when Dr. HaU says our sublic 


schools should fit for life and not for 
college, 
he indicates that something 


very differont is needed for the two 
things. 
Laymen perhaps Should not 


presume to say, but so good an au- 
thority as President Charles W. Eliot 
of Harvard says that the distinction 
between fitting for college~and fitting 
for 
life has no foundation whatever, 


"College life," he says, "is not differ- 
ent in the powers and motives it calls 
forth from what we vaguely call life. 
Human character In fhe college train- 
ed man ought to be no different from 
human 
character 
in the laboring 


classes." 


Of 
course It seems rather odd for 


instance, that an institution like Wfl- 


, liams 
college should want a young 


man to be carefully 
unfitted foe life 


before it takes him in hand, but this 
is what Dr. Hall intimates. 


As a matter of fact, the public high 


schools except In cases where fads are 
allowed to run away with g'ood judg- 
ment are doing just what Dr. Hall 
says they should; they are forming a 
basis for life 
whether life for those 


sent from the schools is college fife or 
business life. We provide in addition 
to this a chance to fit for college or a 
chance to fit in some measure tor 
business. Sometimes a business course 
run away with our judgment, some- 
times 
a desire to implant too much 


Greek does the same thing. 
But the 


characteristic 
feature of New Eng- 


land 
schools above all others is this 


very 
fitting 
for life, for which Dr. 


HaU seems almost to thiaic we should 
have a special course. 


THE CASE OIK 


It was December 29, 1898, that Mrs. 


Katherine J. Adams died in New York 
city. Six days before jbhat a package 
containing poison had 
been 
sent 


through the mails to Harry S. Cornish. 
Mrs. 
Adams had taken 
the poison 


meant for Cornish, and murder had 
been committed. On February 27 of 
the following year Roland 
B. Mol- 


Ineaux 
was 
placed 
under 
arrest 


charged with the murder of Mrs. Ad- 
ams, and the state of New York set 
out to prove that he had intended to 
murder Cornish. Once the indictment 
was dismissed on the ground that it 
had been secured by the introduction 
of testimony concerning another man, 
Barnet, but a new indictment was 
found, Molineaux was arrested again, 
and on February 10 ef last year he was 
found guilty. Soon after he was sen- 
tenced and removed to Sing Sing. 
Sjnce that time efforts to secure a new 
trial have been unceasing, and at last 
they have been successful The court 
•f appeals in granting the new trial 
does so for the same reason that the 
first indictment was dismissed, be- 
cause conviction had been secured by 
showing the probable connection of 
Molineaux with the murder of the man 
Barnet, whose death was accomplished 
in the same peculiar manner as that 
designed for Cornish. The counsel for 
the defense claim to have anticipated 
this decision of the court of appeals, 
and to be prepared for another fight 
lor the life of their client which they 
believe will be successful.. Such Is In 
brief the record of a case which has 
been notable in the annals of crime 
and which seems likely to occupy pub- 
lic attention for some time to come.

Attorney General Knox Find» It »i 


Complicated Qnvitlon. 


At'a late meeting "of the cabinet in 


Washington the only topic outside of, 
routine departmental matters discussed! 
was the application of JoUn W. Mackay! 
and associates for permission to land' 
their proposed transpacific table at Ha- 
waii, Guam aad the Philippines. The1 
matter had for several days been un-j 
der consideration by Attorney General! 
Knox, but be was unprepared to make, 
'final recommendations at this meeting. 


There are no legislative landmarks to 


guide him, says the Washington corre- 
spondent of the New York Tribune. In' 
Its present shape the subject is entire-' 
ly new and without precedent. 
An} 


American Corporation wants to lay a> 
cable more than 7,000 miles long that1 
is to touch only American territory. 
No international question is involved. 
At first blush there seems to be no 
problem at all, but the further the at- 
torney general gets into the matter the 
graver and more Involved becomes the 
subject with which he has to deal. 


It Is not doubted that whoever first 


lays the cable will enjoy for an Indef- 
inite period a commercial monopoly of 
great value. There would not for a 
long time be business enough to jus- 
tify another company in laying anoth- 
er cable. There are legal phases also 
*that must be carefully looked Into. It 
is not yet certain that under his gen- 
eral executive powers the president 
has the authority to grant the landing 
permits sought. Then, too, it is pos- 
sible that the cable company now do- 
Ing business in the Philippines did not 
acquire certain rights by the Paris 
treaty. All of these things are being 
cautiously examined by the attorney 
general. Then, again, congress, which 
is to meet in two months, may insist 
that it aloue has the authority to deal 
finally with the question. Or congress 
may even conclude to put the govern- 
ment Into the cable business, just as 
the government constructs and oper- 
ates military telegraph lines at home 
as well as In the insular possessions. 
In view of all these considerations the 
belief is growing that the president 
and cabinet finally will decide to hold 
the Mackay proposition in abeyance 
until congress has a chance to deal 
with It. 


A UTOPIAN SOCIETY. 


Peculiar Organization For Amelio- 


rating the 111* of Life. 


A Utopian organization, the "Free- 


land Central association," came into 
being at 89 Fourth avenue, says the 
New York Journal. There Alexander 
Horr, the philosophic founder of the 
association, has a profitable second- 
hand book store. Nine persons, includ- 
ing two young women, a boy, a minis- 
ter of the gospel, the Rev. Stephen L. 
Byington, and Mr. Horr, were enrolled 
as members, and applications for mem- 
bership of half a dozen others were 
considered. 
Any one may become a 


member by agreeing to abide by the 
constitution and bylaws and by paying 
$100 or proving that he can do work 
so remunerative that he can soon pay 
$100 out of his earnings. 


"The plan we have adopted," says 


Mr. Horr, "is simply that of a co-opera- 
tive business enterprise, founded on 
the idea that labor is entitled to its 
total product. This will have two re- 
sults. It will make wages higher and 
prices cheaper. Thus monopolies will 
be forced either to raise wages to our 
limit or go out of existence. 
When 


this end is accomplished, freeland will 
be accomplished." 


In the words of the association's 


prospectus: 


"The Freeland Central association is 


organized for the purpose of serving 
Its members as a property holding, ac- 
count clearing, warehouse and statis- 
tical institution and to perform such 
other functions as the bylaws may 
from time to time prescribe, provided 
that no bylaws shall authorize the as- 
sociation to take a member's property 
without his consent and that each 
member's economic liberty will be kept 
at such a maximum as is consistent 
with the equality of economic liberty." 


Within three months the founders of 


the association expect to have 5,000 
members. That means $500,000 or its 
equivalent in labor—to be done. Then 
it will buy a township iu Rhode Island 
and there establish an economic Utopia 
for women and men.

YALE'S HOLIDAY TRIMMINGS 


Experiment In Decorations to Be 


MH<IC at tbe Bicentennial. 


The decorations of private houses in 


New Haveu for the Tale bicentennial 
celebration will be of interest because 
they Involve an experiment, says the 
New York Sun. Louis C. Tiffany of 
New York has prepared a general 
scheme of decoration, and if citizens 
generally follow it the result will be a 
test of the effectiveness of uniform 
treatment of house fronts in public cel- 
ebrations. The general plan is thus set 
forth: 


"The leading materials for decoration 


should be evergreen and blue flags. The 
motif of each house should be bands of 
green running across the face of it on 
a level above the first row of windows, 
but not higher, and emphasizing, gener- 
ally speaking, the entrance to the build- 
ing or some conspicuous place on the 
house front by massing with the same 
evergreens and surmounting with the 
flags. 


"The flags recommended ta be dis- 


played from every window at a uni- 
form angle of about SO degrees should 
be triangular in shape, with or with- 
out a while -Y on them. Such flags 
can be secured In large numbers at a 
very low price and displayed from 
metal sockets, the cost of which is in- 
significant. 
These sockets should be 


nailed to the side of the window cas- 
ing at a uniform height The ever- 
greens should preferably be of hem- 
lock or laurel, but any other evergreen 
may be used. 
Such evergreens can 


easily be mas&ed in horizontal bands or 
on the upright pillars which form the 
porticos of so many New Haven resi- 
dences either by fastening on with 
cords or fastening into wire netting 
or wooden latticework. 


"The scheme Is simple, bnt extreme- 


ly effective, especially if neighboring 
houses maintain the same horizontal 
lines in their decoration. Owners of 
houses who wish to make a more ex- 
tensive display are advised to have 
further horizontal bands binding the 
building and if desired a similar treat- 
ment under the cornice line, the im- 
portant motif being always to mass 
the green and blue. 


"For the illumination at night rows 


of Japanese lanterns, preferably yel- 
low, orange or green, hung closely to- 
gether Iu flat festoons or, still better, 
in horizontal lines are extremely ef- 
fective. Their brilliancy is greatly en- 
hanced by placing an electric incan- 
descent bulb inside of each lantern. 
The color scheme, blue nnd green, is 
carefully selected, and the simple de- 
signs suggested if adopted will pre- 
vent eccentricities and other undesira- 
ble features."

Leave Berkshire Because of Street 


Railway Extensions 


Mrs. William Pollock of Pittsfield 


announced yesterday that her summer 
residence, Holmesdale, of some 100 
acres, formerly the Kernochan prop- 
erty, and before that the Pittsfield 
residence of Oliver Weldell Holmes, 
would be put upon the market. Mr. 
and Mrs "Pollock will go to their win- 
ter residence in New York about No- 
vember 1, and the statement is made 
that the property is not only for sale 
but that the family will not return to 
PittsfltlJ again for residence. About 
$40,000 has been expended upon im- 
provements of the property within a 
few years, and the location, a half- 
mile off Holmes road, is one of the 
finest in the city.

though it cost something. A heart {hat 
is full of uncleanness has no room for 
God. You cannot serve God and mam- 
mon.

Let eo 
the things that hishonor God and he 
will lead you, as he did Abraham, fur- 
ther from the world's uncleanness and 
satisfy you with good. When Abra- 
ham was commanded to sacrifice his

happiness

gl^e and will be called God's friends. 


Dr. Clark's Closing Addrew 


After a musical selection Rev. Dr. 


Clark was introduced for his second 
address of the day. As,he arose he 
was greeted by the waving of hand- 
kerchiefs in all parts of the house, the 
greeting being led by President Lath- 
rop. 
Dr. Clark devoted himself 
en- 


tirely to a discussion of the Christian 
Endeavor society and movement. He 
said that the society is, first, a local 
society whose chief end might be said 
to be to glorify God; build up the local 
church to which it belongs. That it is 
doing this has been shown by careful 
and extended inquiry. It has greatly 
strengthened the loyalty of the young 
people in it to the churches to which 
they belong. 


But Christian Endeavor is not only 


a society, it is also a movement for 
glorifying God and helping the church 
all over the world. It stands for fellow 
Ship and for brotherhood. It is inter- 
denominational. No local or denomina 
tional society could do what this is 
doing. If there comes to the young 
people of North Adams what should 
come to them through this convention 
it will be worth far more than it has 
cost. The fellowship that has grown 
out of this society has come quietly 
and has gone clear around the world. 
Nearly all denominations are now rep- 
resented in the movement. It is a 
Christian federation of young people. 
It stands for Christian citizenship. The 
speaker believed the Buffalo tragedy 
to show that there is anarchy in the 
land, and that the young people must 
stand together 
for 
righteousness if 


the republic is to endure. 


Christian Endeavor also stands for 


missions, and here the speaker referr- 
ed to the morning meeting in Williams 
town, where the Endeavorers stood on 
the very ground where foreign mis- 
sions had their inception. 


But Endeavorers have other relations 


besides those that bind them to their 
own churches and their native lands 
Many of them ate "set together iu fami- 
lies." They are husbands or wives 01 
children or brothers or sisters, as well 
as church members and. citizens, and sr 
the home comes within their ken. AY 
T. Stead of Eaglu&d declares that tlr 
great value of the movement is that ir. 
the society so many youiis; men hav, 
found good wives and so many girl- 
good husbands. The consciousness of 
these relations have corns to them or 
late, and they have come to sec that iu 
making home a nobler, sweeter, pura 
place they have an opportunity, and 
consequently a duty. A practical thing 
that they can do in a multitude of Lome,'; 
is to promote and sustain the family 
worship. This vastly important mat- 
ter, has been taken up 5n «:imest, and 
the "Home Circle of Christian Eadeav- 
or" will mark the year 1901 as an im- 
portant one in the annals «f the move- 
ment. 


You will see how natural and inevi- 


table are all these f eaturas. It has been 
the result of the environment and rela- 
tionships of Christian 
Endeavorers. 


The society could not live unless it 
grew. If these natural developments 
had been cut off or stunted it would have 
dwindled and died long ago, and all of 
them are possible only because the so- 
ciety has become a movement None of 
thata would be practicable in the same 
degree to a single society, or to those 
»f one denomination, or even of the 
country. 


I have yet to speak of another de- 


velopment which is Just as inevitable 
as the others, and which is perhaps the 
most important of all. Thank God for 
the quiet hour. Thank God for all that 
it means of communion, of peace, of 
comfort, of insight, of uplift Thank 
God for the staying power it has given 
to the societies and) the movement the 
world around. 


These, then, are the chief ends of the 


Christian Endeavor. As a local so- 
ciety it stands in its bumble place to 
help to the uttermost of its ability the 
local church. As a movement Chris- 
tian Endeavor stands for Christian fel- 
lowship, Christian cititenihip, Chris- 
tian missions. Christian homes, Chris- 
tian character. 


The choir and audience sang two 


V9rses of "God be with you till we 
meet again," and the meeting closed 
with the benediction pronounced by 
Dr. Clark.

HIGH TAX ON WIVES, 


BInhop'0 Scheme For Ending Polyg- 


amy In Africa. 


The missionaries in South Africa re- 


cently held a convention in Natal, says 
a writer in the New York Sun. Among 
the questions that clai&»d their atten- 
tion was that of polysemy among the 
Datives 
They dlscus?ikl the practica- 


bility of making a crusade against this 
custom. Many of them declared that 
the practice was condemned not only 
by moral but also by business consid- 
erations. The bishop of Mashonaland 
asserted that the country might find in 
polygamy the real reason for the very 
inconvenient dearth of labor in the 
mines. 


The native father looks upon his 


daughter merely as so much merchan- 
dise. He will cheerfully part with her 
if he can get what he considers to be 
her value in cattle. The girl is sold to 
her future husband for from five to 
fifty head of cattle, according to her 
beauty as that quality is estimated 
among the natives. 
An exceedingly 


fat girl Is very beautiful indeed and 
brings the highest price In the matri- 
monial market. 


The father of a family who raises a 


large number of daughters is certain to 
become rich. The more wives he has 
the more daughters are in prospect 
Thus it Is highly desirable to have 
quite a number of wives. The young 
man who agrees to sell his labor for a 
stipulated time in the gold or diamond 
mines has only one thought, and that 
is to get some money with which he 
may purchase cattle and exchange them 
for a wife. 


When he has secured this desirable 


object, he will do no more work for the 
white mtfn till he wants more wives. 
In the course of time he will have 
daughters to sell, and then he will do 
no more work at all. His wives will 
do all the field work, his daughters 
will bring in more cattle, and his herds 
will grow also by natural increase. Be- 
tween wives, daughters and cattle be 
will be able to lead a life of gentleman- 
ly leisure. 


The bishop of Masbonaland proposed 


a plan which, If carried Into effect, 
would, In his opinion, put an end to 
polygamy. He would have the gov- 
ernment view all wives, except the 
first, as articles of luxury and tax them 
in a progressive scale. No. 1 should be 
exempt from taxation, but the husband 
should pay a tax of $25 a year for the 
luxury of having wife No. 2 in his 
family, $50 a year for wife No. 3, $100 
a year for wife No. 4, and so on. It is 
evident that at this rate it would take 
a very long purse or a very well 
stocked cattle yard to keep the native 
home adorned with a goodly number 
of wives. 


PLENTY OF KLONDIKE GOLD 


80 $a.?m an Official Inspector of Ta- 


kOB Mines. 


Placer mining in the Klondike is yet 


in its infancy, according to Dr. A. C. 
Robertson, inspector of the British 
Yukon mines, who has just arrived at 
Tacoma. He says: 


"As a placer paying proposition the 


Klondike has yet in my judgment, 
twenty years of life, and for the next 
ten years the annual output of gold 
will continue from 
$15,000,000 to 


$20,000,000. By means of the dredge, 
steam shovel and hydraulic dredging 
I think every foot of ground heretofore 
worked In the Klondike will be re- 
worked. This will be done, of course, 
in the summer. In fact with the in- 
troduction of machinery the Klondike 
Is getting to be more and more a sum- 
mer camp. 


"In view of these improved condi- 


tions one must realize that they have 
only begun to open up the Klondike. 
The output will continue large. There 
will be no perceptible decrease in the 
yield for ten years, though the maxi- 
mum output in a single year may have 
been passed. I expect to see great 
things accomplished by steam shovels 
and hydraulic operations. The latter, 
of course, requires a lot of water, the > 
supply of which when exhausted in 
the creeks will be from the Klondike 
river. One of the best indications that 
the Klondike is to be long lived is to ' 
be found in the permanent and very 
expensive procuring of Improvements. 
The new administration under Govern- 
or ROM is making wonderful improve- 
ments. Expenditure for roads alone 
this season exceeds $250,000. 


"The reduction of the royalty from 


10 to 5 per cent, with an exemption of 
$5,000, has been a material factor in 
bringing about an Increase in the an- 
nual output of the Klondike, and with- 
.hi twelve month* I look tc aee the 
royalty abolished altogether and an ex* 
port duty of 2 per cent substituted. 
This will force the establishment of an 


office in Dawson."

THE SCHOOL CENSUS. 


The Number of School Children Ac- 
cording to the Census Taken by the 


Board of Assessors. 


The 'board of assessors has com- 


pleted the census of the public school 
Children and the books have been 
given into the hands of-Supt. W. G. 
Mitchell of the schools. The total num 
ber of pupils between five and 15 is not 
so large as the total enrollment of the 
schools because there are attending, 
school many pupils above the age of 
IB. 


The census shows 765 pupils between 


the ages "of five and 15 in town, and 536 
%Ctween the ages of seven and 14. 
Between the ages of five and 15 there 
are 400 males and 365 females, and be- 
'tween-the ages of seven and 14 there 
•re 278 males and 258 females. 


The census gives the superintendent 


an opportunity of learning what chil- 
dren are not attending school, and the 
truant officer will soon have his hands 
full.

hearing the story a reporter

teresting to Mr. and Mrs. King. They 
showed 
the letter written ' y their 


augSiier. 
It was Signed Mrs. C. 


M. Regan. In the letter the girl said 
she was well and expected to be happy 
soon. She rather asked to be excused 
for 
anything wrong, which she had 


done and said she would be home next 
week. She signed the letter which was 
dated October 12, "your wilful daugh- 
ter." The letter was written on sta- 
tionery marked "The" Irving house." 


Regarding her departure the parents 


said she left home last Thursday and 
went 
to the village in her working 


clothes. She was not "dressed up" and 
it was not until night that they be- 
came anxious. Then a riote was sent 
to 
the house saying- she was going 


away and would write later. 


Rumor 
has it that an Adams man 


also 
left the day the girl did and "a 


friend" is said to have told that the 
couple went together.
